During the year under report the percentage of the total importations 
which was bonded in the Sulkea and Kidderpore Dock golas amounted to 68 
| per cent, as against 71 per cent. in the previous year. The decrease is due to a 
falling off in the imports of ‘arkatch salts, which usually go into bond, 
5. The importations into Caleutta advanced during the year by 6°6 per 
cent, particularly in the case of imports from the 
rayon. United Kingdom, Germany and Aden. The decrease 
in the importations of karkatch salt from Kawaya and Salif was partly due 
to difficulties of freight. For,some months no imports were received from 
Salif owing to labour difficulties caused by differences between the Turkish 
Government and the neighbouring Arab tribes. The decrease in the imports 
from the Persian Gulf is attributed to a falling off in the number of Arab 
sailing ships employed in the trade. There was a marked decrease in the 
importations from Bombay which is reported to have been the result of 
the heavy losses sustained by the importers, who had jlarge stocks in bond 
at the close of the previous yeur, when the rate of duty was reduced. 
The higher rate of duty had already been paid at Bombay on 95 per cent. of 
the salt imported, and no remission of duty on the stock in bond was allowed. 
Several importers have since retired from the trade. A feature of the year was 
the importation of a considerable quantity (nearl ¥e lakhs of maunds) of Madras 
salt. It is probable that the salt trade with the Madras ports will increase under 
the new rules, which allow salt to be exported without the prepayment of duty, 
In Chittagong, the importations declined by 23-4 per cent. as compared 
with those of the previous year, but there was an increase of 35°5 per cent, in 
comparison with 1901-1902. It is reported that a vessel with 3,000 tons of 
salt from Aden entered on the last day of the ear, and the inclusion of her 
cargo (81,667 maunds) in the statistics would have materially altered the 
comparison.

The turn-over at Sulkea was 94,99,784 maunds against 1,04,09,921 maunds 
in the previous year. At Kidderpore the turn-over was 55,05,970 maunds in 
comparison with 50,74,011 maunds in 1902-1903, 

The bonding accommodation at Sulkea has been extended+by the sub- 
division of 23 full golas, and will be further increased by the lowering of the 
floors of the golas which is now in progress, Administrative sanction has 
also been accorded to the construction of new golas on the foreshore at Sulkea. 
But it is a question whether the need for additional space is not greater at 
Kidderpore ; and provided satisfactory arrangements can be made with the 
Port Commissioners, it woyld perhaps be advisable to increase the bonding 
accommodation at Kidderpore before undertaking any new works at Sulkea. 
A project for extending the railway sidings and providing additional loading 
platforms is under consideration. 

The Kidderpore golas which are conveniently situated for the supply 
of salt to Eastern and Northern Bengal -were fully utilized during the year. 
The question of the revision of the existing arrangements with the Port 
Commissioners by which the rent charges of the warehouses at Kidderpore are 
divided in equal shares between them and Government was under discussion at 
the close of the year. 

9, Licenses for seven additional private bonded warehouses were issued 
during the year, while one warehouse (at Baruipur) 
was closed and another (at Ashuganj) was accidentally 
burnt down. There were in all 27 warehouses open at the close of the year, 
all of which, excepting two at Chandbali, were in Kastern Bengal. 

The quantity of salt despatched to. these inland bonded warehouses 
amounted to 13,44,528 maunds (8,99,618 maunds frgm shipboard and 4,44,910 
muaunds from the goias in Calcutta), as compared with 12,58,769 maunds 
(6,98,209 maunds from shipboard and 5,60,560 maunds from the go/as) in 1902- 
1903, an increase of nearly 7 per cent. Bonders are said to have experienced 
great difficulty in securing flats for the carriage of salt. during the jute season, 
and one of the principal bonders at Narayanganj and Bhairab Bazar is building 
a flotilla of his own. The quantity of non-duty-paid salt removed during the 
year from shipboard at Chittagong for clearance at Narayanganj was 32,755 
maunds, showing an increase of 2,250 maunds, or over 7 per cent., as compared 
with the preceding year.

14, The total quantity of salt which passed into consumption in the 
eet entire Province of Bengal during the year under 
Consumption in Bengal, seview was 1,11,48,831 maunds. This is exclusive 
of 1,58,609 maunds, being the net exports by land, and inclusive of 22,276 
maunds educed from saltpetre, In comparison with the preceding year the 
figures show an increase of 1,02,641 maunds, or ‘93 per cent. Of the total 
quantity the saliferous tracts (including the whole of Orissa) took 20,08,603 
maunds, or 18 per cent., and the rest of the Province 91,39,728 maunds, 
or 82 per cent. ‘I'he resulting rate of consumption per head in the saliferous 
tracts including Orissa was 6 seers 1 chitak, or 12°47 Ibs,, and in the rest of 
the Province, 5 seers 7 chitaks, or 11°18 Ibs. The an | ave.

- The reduction in the sales in the 24-Parganas which has for the first time 


taken place since the commencement of preventive operations at the close 
of 1897-98, is attributed to the unusually hot weather of 1903, and to 
the absence of timely rains, which seriously affected cultivation, and conse- 
quently the condition of the poorer classes. Illicit manufacture nt the same 
time showed a tendency to recrudesce, the number vf detected cases of salt 
crime rising from 209 in 1902-1903 to 838 in 1903-1904, while the increase 
occurred in the thanas of, the Diamond Harbour and Matla circles which 
showed also the greatest fall in sales. The decrease in Khulna scarcely calls for 
explanation, while Backergunge is not a district ia which illicit manufacture 
is resorted to upon any scale. 

The increase in Midnapore, Howrah, and Chittagong in spite of the general 
drought that prevailed in the first two districts is satisfactory and for it the 
preventive establishments claim credit, but in Chittagong the increasing 
importat ons of cheap Hamburg salt have probably also contributed tosthe 
result, In Noekhali Messrs. David & Co, have opened a salt agency at the 
Noakhali railway station, and have been selling salt ut acheap rate. The 
district of Midnapore again failed to show an average annual consumption of 5

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19. A whole year’s spent are now available since the duty on salt was 
reduced, So far as the wholesale trade is concerned, it is manifest that it bas 
secured the full benefit of the reduction, as the provincial average wholesale 
price was just 8 annas less than in the year before. Reports from various parts 
of the province likewise show that the retail price has everywhere gone disvert 
by 1} pies to 3 pies per seer or 5 annas to 10 annas per maund, which would 
seem to indicate that the retail purchaser of not less than a seer at a time has 
also benefited, It’ is, however, noteworthy that the reduction of duty has not, 
so far, stimulated consumption; for the increase in sales during the year 
amounted only to about one lakh:of maunds, against an increase of 6 lakhs in 
1902-1903 and of 2 lakhs in 1901-1902, with the old rate of duty. It is possible 
that the results would have been different, but for the fact referred to in para- 
graph 6 ante that for several weeks before the close of the year clearances were 
greatly curtailed in expectation of a further reduction in duty.

The increase in the 
quantity attached was due to the seizure et Chitpur in one case of about 3,144 
maunds of salt under section 21 of Act VII (B.C.) of 1864. The accused was 
tried and fined by the Deputy Magistrate of Sealdah, who, however, ordered 
the salt to be released. .

The decrease in the number of cases chiefly took place 
in the districts of Balasore, Puri, and Chittagong, and is attributed partly to the 
institution of a system of regular patrols. It is reported that 30 cases were lost 
in the districts of the 24-Parganas and Midnapore owing to the failure of the 
special police head-constables to attend house-searches. During the year one 
opium case was detected by salt officers as against 31 in the previous year. 
o cases under the Excise Act were reported by salt officers. Salt crime has 
practically disappeared from Orissa, and it ought to be possible to still further 
reduce the preventive establishments employed in that Division. The Com- 
missionet of Excise and Salt will be asked to report.

27. The financial results of the administration of the Salt Department for

Receipts and charges, ing “years, are shown in Appendix G. The res’ 

of the year, as compared with those of 1902-1903, show a deerease of 
Rs. 49,94,079, or 18°6 per cent. in the receipts, and an increase of Rs, 29,464, 
or 6°4 per cent., in Mi charges, giving a net revenue of Rs, 2,13,24,128, 
which is less than that of 1902-1903 by Rs. 50,238,543, or 19 per cent. The 
decrease in receipts occurs mainly under the two heads of the Import and Excise 
duties on salt. The falling off under the former head was due to the reduc- 
tion of the rate of duty, and that under the latter to the exhaustion of the 
stocks of Lake salt in Orissa. The decrease under the head “rent of 
warehouses” was due to the smaller stocks of salt in the golas at Sulkea 
hroughout the year. : 
: There ae an increase of Rs. 1,926 and Rs. 36,107 in the charges 
under the heads ‘salaries, warehouses and rewards,” and “refunds of 
customs duty on salt,” respectively. Under the former head ‘the sub-heads . 
“salaries of establishment,” ‘‘gcales and weights,” ‘rewards to informers,” 
and “contingencies and miscellaneous” showed an,.increase. The increase 
on account of establishment was mainly due to the opening of new bonded 
salt warehouses, as explained in paragraph 9, and that under the sub-head 
“scales and weights” was caused by the purchase of trays, trestles, and 
boxes for the new steel-yards for the Salt Department of the Calcutta 
Custom House. ‘ 

28. The charges during the year under report, amounted in all to 

Rs, 2,31,150, against Rs, 2,24,842 in the previous

80. The quantity of salt educed in the manufacture of saltpetre and 
removed from all the refineries in the Province on 
payment of duty during the year was 22,276 
maunds, as compared with 16,847 maunds similarly removed in 1902-1903, 

The number of saltpetre refineries at work under license in Calcutta and 
its environs was four, as in the previous year. Of these, one is at Soorah, 
two at Kakurgachi, and one, at Ultadingi. The refineries at Soorah and 
Ultadingj refine saltpetre and educe salt therefrom, while those at Kakurgachi 
do not educe salt. 

The quantity of refined saltpetre produced was 38,687 maunds against 
44,903 maunds, and the quantity of salt educed was 2,999 maunds against 
2,588 maunds in 1902-1903. The quantity of salt excised was 2,560 maunds 
against 1,201 maunds in the previous year. The decrease of 6,216 maunds in 
the outturn of refined saltpetre is attributed to the general depression in 
the trade. The increase of 1,859 maunds in the ditnoed 4 salt assessed to duty 
during the year was mainly due to a growing demand for it in the’ district 
of Burdwan. A smal) quantity of the eduoai salt was used locally in the 
manufacture of soap and for freezing purposes, 

The total receipts from license fees and duty realised in Calcutta on the 
salt educed in the process of manufacturing saltpetre amounted to Rs. 5,320 
against Rs, 3,162 in the preceding year, showing an increase of Rs, 2,158. 
The increase was in duty alone, and was the result of the larger uantity 
excised. q

The Annual Report on the Reformatory Schools at Alipore and Hazaribagh for the 
year 1903, 


Admissions.—In the Resolution recorded by this Government on the Report 
for the year 1902, attention was drawn to, the fact that there had been a 
noticeable increase in the annual number of admissions since the year 1899, 
when they amounted to 99 gnly. It is satisfactory, therefore, to observe 
that the number of admissions in the two schools fell from 156 in 1902 to 107 
during the year under review, this being the lowest figure reached in the last 
four years, Government has often expressed a belief that many of the boys 
sent to the Reformatories might be more suitably dealt with under the 
provisions relating to youthful offenders in the Criminal Procedure Code 
and the Reformatory Schools Act; and the Lieutenant-Governor is, therefore, 


MR 
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gratified to observe that the Boards of Management have been careful to 
scrutinize the admissions with the object of ascertaining whether any of the 
boys sent to the Reformatories could not have been better treated under the 
provisions already referred to. As a result of this examination, 28 boys 
were released during the year as against 12 in 1902 and 4 in 1901. 

It has been ascertained from the judicial returns for the yeor that 269 
youthful offenders were discharged on probation of good conduct under section 
562 of the Criminal Procedure Code, and that 30 boys were on after 
admonition or made over totheir parents or guardians under section 31 of the 
Reformatory Schools Act. 

2, Health, discipline and education—The health of the boys was on the 
whole satisfactory in both the, schools, There wasa slight decrease in the 
number of offences and punishments in the Alipore School; but they were more 
numerous at Hazaribagh than in the preceding year, Proper attention was 

iven to the education, moral discipline and physical exercise of the boys. 

he Lieutenant-Governor regrets to notice the case of suicide which occurred at 
the Alipore School and which is said to have beon facilitated by the structural 
— of the cubicles. Steps have been taken to prevent the recurrence of 
such cases. 

3, A report,on the arrangements for separating the boys at night in this 
school was submitted during the year. It was represented that these arrange- 
ments are a relic of the days when the building was a jail; that they are open 
to strong objections as prejudicial to the health and spirits of the inmates; and 
that they are unsuitable at any rate for the younger Tors. On receipt of this 
report, the Lieutenant-Governor intimated that he would be prepared to consid- 
er any well-devised scheme which the Board might formulate for the purpose 
of improving the present arrangements. Subsequently, the Director of Public 
Instruction inspected the school, and reported that to putit on a really satisfactory 
footing it would be necessary to devise a comprehensive scheme of rebuilding 
and reorganization. He stated that, in spite of all improvements, the institution 
could, in his opinion, never be a school, but would always retain the character 
of a jail, unless a radical change was made in the structural condition of 
the old building, At the same time he pointed out that the area of the land 
is limited, the buildings unsuitable and the cubicles insanitary; and that 
in these circumstances, it wag undesirable either to enlarge or to rebuild the 
school 6n its present site. He was conyinced, therefore, that the most satis- 
eietory. serengement would be to remove the school to a short distance from 

It appears to the Lieutenant-Governor that i

thus accounted for was 89 in the case of the former, and 83 in the case of the 
latter, school. At the same time, the fact that 50 of the boys released from ~ 
the Alipore Reformatory and 31 of those discharged from the Hazaribagh School 
were following occupations other than those taught to them appears to show 
that the efforts made to train the boys for their future careers ions not been 
altogether successful. The Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the Board are 
alive to the importance of this matter; and trusts that they will continue to 
give it their careful attention. 

5, Licensing.—The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure that the 
system of licensing has been more extensively resorted to than has hitherto 
been the case. Besides the 46 boys already working under this system at the 
close of the year 1902, as many as 114 boys were licensed out as against 
66 during the preceding year. Out of the 89 boys of the Alipore School under 
license, 19 escaped from their employers and 17 were returned to the school for 
bad conduct; while of the 71 boys licensed: out from the Hazaribagh School, 
13 boys were returned to the acho: lt is regrettable that this system proved 

_a failure in so many cases. As observed in lust year’s Resolution, itis necessary 
that care should’ be exercised in the first instance in the selection of boys 
for such employment; but His Honour is also disposed to consider it 
pana: that these failures may partially be due tothe fact that some of the 

ys selected have not been trained specially for the occupation followed by 
them under license. In particular, this seems to-be the case with boys licensed 
out for employment in jute mills and other similar institutions for which no 
special training has hitherto been provided in the reformatory. In last year’s: 
Resolution it was observed that a proposal for training boys for such employ- 
ment was under consideration. The scheme referred to has since been 
approved by Government; and it has been decided to introduce a spinning: 
and weaving department in the Alipore School. As a large number of the 
boys licensed out are employed in jute and silk mills, the Lieutenant-Governor 
hopes that the introduction of this industry in the School will tend to make. 
this system more successful. 

During the year, the Lieutenant-Governor approved, as an experimental 
measure, a proposal that boys of *:ferior castes should be licensed ont as domestic 
servants to employers of labour who are private 2rsons~er v.cry asted thet 
this measure will lead to a further extension of tlie licensing system. + 

6. racing of discharged boys.—The percentage of failures to trace out the 
histories of boys for three years after their release was the same in 1903 as in 
the previous year; and the Lieutenant-Governor would in invite the atten- 
tion of the officers of the Education rip cern to. their duties in this respect. 
One of the chief objects which the Government of India had in view in 
transferring the management of the Reformatories from the Jail to the 
Education Department was to attain more complete and satisfactory informa- 
tion about boys who had left the schools than was possible under the old 
system. It was. stated that it was desirable that the boys should not be 
left without help and guidance on leaving school, and that a watch should 
be kept over them, both in their own interests and also in order that the 
result of the working of the schools might be known. It is evident from the 

bee number of cases in which the histories of boys after their release: is 
unknown that this object has not yet been attained. ‘lhe Lieutenant-Governor 
has recently sanctioned the appointment of an additional Sub-Inspector of 
Schools to assist in maintaining a watch over released boys in Calcutta; and as 
over one-third of the boys discharged from the Alipore School belong to 
that city, there should, His Honour considers, be a marked improvement, in 
future, in tracing out and finding employment for such boys.

ery Veterinary Dispensaries and Veterinary Assistants—During the year 


under review two new dispensaries were opened, oneat Noakhali and the other © 


at Dinajpur; a third dispensary was established at Purnea, but could not be 
opened, as it was impossible to secure the services of a qualified Veterinary 
Assistant. The total number of dispensaries working at the close of the year 
was 22. The growing popularity of these institutions is again ‘illustrated by 
the increase in the number.of animals which received treatment, particularly 
in that of out-patients which was nearly doubled, during the year. The 
most marked feature in the work of the Department was the increase in 
the number of cases treated in the villages by itinerant Veterinary 
Assistants; 60,151 animals having received treatment from these officers as 
against 21,439 in the previous yearand 7,346 in the year 1901-02, The 
Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that in no way can the Department prove 
more useful to the perl at large than by sending out officers of this 
stamp, to be constantly on tour in the interior, to inoculate iy for rinder- 
pest and to report upon and deal with outbreaks of all kinds of epizootic 
diseases. His Honour regards the development of this work as one of the 
most impo! ns 0& fhe Department, and is pleased to observe the 
~ increasing ext8ht to which the benefits of veterinary science are being brought 
home to the peasantry. At present, however, the number of qualified men is 
insufficient to fill the posts for which they are required; and during the year 
under review it was again found to be impossible to meet the demands of several 
districts. In order to overcome this difficulty, the Lieutenant-Governor has 
recently sanctioned the proposal of the Director of Land Records ‘that, as a 
temporary measure, vacancies in the subordinate staff of the Department 
should be filled by veterinary graduates from Bombay and Lahore until a 
sufficient number of Bengal veterinary graduates are available for employment. 
3. Lpidemic diseases—The number of animals (57) admitted into the 
Belgachia Contagious Diseases Hospital was the same as in the previous yeur. 
Of these, 43 were found to be suffering from Glanders and had to be destroyed, 
and one died of that disease. The Superintendent of the Veterinary oi 
ment observes, however, that these cases represent a mere fraction of those 
actually existing in Caleutta, The introduction of the Glanders and Farcy 
Act, XLT of 1899, into that city and its suburbs has long been contemplated 
by Government; but, as stated in last year’s Resolution; it has hitherto been 
deferred, on financial grounds, pending the revision of the provincial settlement. 
he necessary provision has, however, now been made in the budget; and it is 
hoped that before the end of the current year it will be possible to give effect to 
this most salutary and hecessary measure.

affected received treatment; and it is satisfactory to observe that the percent- 
age of deaths was as low as ‘04. On the other hand the number of animals 
attacked by rinderpest (15,266) was the lowest on record during the last four 
years; and it is clear that there has been a steady and general decrease in the 
number of such cases since the year 1900-01 when they reached the large total 
of nearly 64,000, As in the previous year, this disease was specially prevalent 
in the districts of Khulna and Palamau, nearly 3,000 animals being attacked in 
the former and over 4,500 in the latter district. Altogether 9,454 cattle were 
immunised, but unfortunately these operations had to be suspended owing to a 
deficiency in fhe supply of serum and partly also in consequence of the small- 
ness of the staff Ae be: e. This stoppage of the supply was the more regret- 
table, as it occurred at the beginning of the rinderpest season when, owing to 
the outbreaks which occurred in various places, the demand was at its greatest. 

5, Improvement of Stock.—The question of establishing depdts for the 
rearing of bulls in this Province came under the consideration of Government 
shortly before the close of the year. ‘The scheme which has been approved by 
the Lieutenant-Governor is that animals should, in the first instance, be selected. 
for cattle-breeding operations from the farms at Pusa and Sripur, and that, 
where the conditions of climate vary, they should be sent away to be acclimat- 
ised before being used. For this purpose, it is proposed that the farms at Pusa 
and Sripur should be utilised for young bulls intended for service in Bibar and 
Bhagalpur, and that depdts for Central and Northern Bengal should be 
established at Belgachia and Rampur Boalia. The purchase of cattle for 
breeding operations at the Pusa farm has been entrusted to the Bengal Veteri- 
nary Department, and Major Raymond was engaged during the year in . 
making arrangements for the purchase of suitable animals. 

6, Zhe Veterinary College.—Altogother 43 students were under instruction 
throughout the year. The results of the examinations of the three classes 
were extremely satisfactory; and the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the 
Director of Land Records that they are highly creditable to the Principal and 
the teaching staff of the College. 

7. Beigachia Infirmary.—T' was an increase of 434 in the total 
number of cases treated in the infirmary during the year, which was mainly 
due tothe large number of in-patients received,, Altog—aer there were 2,819 
patients of all classes ; and 723 Sara were performed as against 623 in the 

revious year. The Superintendent draws attention to the fact that though a 

rge number of cruelty cases came before the Magistrates of Calcutta, com- 
paratively few animals were sent by them to the Infirmary. There is reason 
to believe that cruelty would be more effectually prevented if, instead of fining 
the owners and allowing them to continue to work their animals, Magistrates 
were to send the latter to the hospital for treatment. ‘The attention of Magis- 
trates in Calcutta has been drawn to the matter. 

8. Financial—The Provincial cost of maintaining the Department ex- 
ceeded that of last year by over Rs. 15,000. The increase was chiefly due to 
greater expenditure on account of the pay of lecturers, increased estab ishment, 
the feeding of animals and contingencies. . 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the zeal 
and ability with which Veterinary-Major Raymond managed the Department 
during the year, and agrees with the Director of Land Records that he deserves 
great credit for the progress which has been made in its development,

Preliminary Forecast of the Sugarcane Crop of Bengal, 1904, 


Character of the season—The success of the sugarcane 
crop depends a good deal on occasional showers being 
obtained during the dry season, viz., from January to June. 
It enables cultivators to do the sowing without artificial 
irrigation and to grow the coarser varieties of sugarcane 
afterwards, also without irrigation. 'Ihese were very nearly 
the conditions that prevailed throughouf the province 
during the dry season that has just passed. In January 
light showers were obtained in Bihar and in the districts 
of Dacca and Mymensingh; though little or no rain was 
obtained in the-remaining districts. In February and March 
rainfall was of normal character throughout the province, 
except in the Burdwan and Chittagong Divisions, which 
received rain above the normal. In March rainfall in 
the Dacca and Rajshahi Divisions was below normal, but 
in the Chota Nagpur Division it was much above the 
normal. In April there was little rain in the Burdwan, Patna, 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions, though Dacca and Chittagong 
Divisions received nearly double the usual rainfall durin 
this month, In May and June copious rainfall was obtain 
throughout the province. In the Chota Nagpur Division 
the i May was greatly in excess of the normal. 
Thus, on the whole, the season was very favourable during 
‘sowing and the first period of the growing stage of the 
crop. 

2. Area sown,—The normal area under sugarcane in this 
province is now estimated at 690,300 acres, and the actual 
area sown this year at 645,100 acres, against 646,400 acres 
in the previous year. Notwithstanding the favourable 
character of the season, the tendency towards shrinkage of 
area under this crop which’ has been noticed for a few years 
seems to continue. 

3. Character of the crop.—It will be seen from the 
summary of the district returns appended to this report, that 
in sixteen districts the outturn is expected to reach or to 
exceed the normal. Fifteen other districts anticipate an 
outturn of 90 to 99 per cent. For nine other districts the 
estimate varies from 80 to 89 per cent., and for the remain- 
ing five from 70 to 79 per cent. 

4. Qutturn.—The District Officers’ returns work up to 
a general outturn of 92 per cent. for the whole province. 
Considering the specially favourable character of the season, 
1 am inclined to raise this estimate to 95 per cent.

The Final Report on the survey and settlement operations in the district of Saran. 
Letter No. 9611A., dated the 23rd November, 1903, from the Board of Revenue, 
Lower Provinces; and letter No. 24438., dated the 3lst October, 1903, from 
the Director of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture, submitting the 
report. 

The report on the survey and settlement operations in the district of Saran 
has been submitted by Mr. J. H. Kerr, 1.c.8., who succeeded Mr. ©. J. Steven- 
son-Moore, 1,¢.8., as Settlement Officer of North Bihar in July, 1899, when 
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the preliminary record-writing had been completed. It is modelled upon 
Mr. Stevenson-Moore’s previous report on the operations in Champaran. 
Part I contains an early history of the district, an account of its topography 
and population, and a sketch of its Jand revenne administration from 
early times down to the present day. To the general reader, the points 
of salient interest in this Part will be the extreme fertility of the soil, the 
phenomenal density of the population, and the resourcefulness, independence 
and intelligence of the peasantry. Part II deals with the operations which 
have recently been brought to completion. 
2. It is unnecessary to recapitulate the reasons which led Government 
‘ ae iuunlal “es ertake operations in North Bihar, because 
—— these have already been set forth in the Resolution 
of this Government, No. 1536L.R., dated the 19th 
March, 1903, in which the reports relating to the districts of Muzaffarpur and 
Champaran were reviewed, 
3. The procedure followed in the district of Saran was generally the 
a Sients same as that adopted in Muzaffarpur and Cham- 
- ita paran, The policy of employing a cheap agency, 
such as that of men of the kanungo type, for the purpose of deciding petty 
disputes regarding the possession of individual plots of land during preliminary 
record-writing, was fully discussed by Mr. Stevenson-Moore in his font 
report; and it will suffice here to say that further experience in Saran 
a has fally et the experiment. There are obvious advantages in disposin 
, of these disputes as early as possible in the course of the proceedings; an 
the fact that 80 per cent. of the cases decided by the kanungos were never 
reopened at a later period proves the value of the work which they did. 
Fs The Settlement Officer’s report affords further testimony to the improvements 
x * effected in the settlement procedure by the Bengal Tenancy (Amending) Act, 
III (B.C.) of 1898. Draft publication of tie record is now made immediately 
after attestation; and, as a result, parties byng to notice small mistakes 
and omissions which they would not take the trouble to report at a later stage 
of the operations. The fact that 45 per cent. of the objections raised were 
allowed to be valid proves that genuine grievances were in this way redressed. 

4. In paragraph 250 of his report, the Settlement Officer discusses the 
question whether draft publication should take 
place as at present in the village, or in the attesta- 
tion camp under the eye of the Assistant Settlement Officer. On the whole, 
he supports the present system, provided that the work of the subordinate 
agency can be better supervised than it is at present by the Assistant Settle- 
ment Officer. The Director of Land Records, in commenting upon this 
matter, observes that, if the existing procedure is to be improved, a substantial 
increase of expenditure will have to be incurred. A special report on this 
subject will be called for from the Board of Revenue; and the question raised 
will then receive the careful attention of the Lieutenant-Governor, 

5. According to the recent survey, the total area of the district, inclusive 
of riverain tracts and municipal areas which were 
not cadastrally surveyed, is 2,674 square miles; 

while the total population, according to the census of 1901, is 2,409,509 persons, 
The density of the population thus reaches the very high figure of 901 
persons to the square mile. 

As much as 78°6 per cent, of the area cadastrally surveyed was found to be 
ly. under cultivation. Of the remaining 21:4 per cent., 9°1 per cent. consisted 
of land not available for cultivation; while of the balance of 12:3 per cent,

The extraordinary subdivision of proprietary rights in this district 
is exemplified by the Settlement Officer in a striking mannor in paragraphs 
136 and 212 of his report, In the area for which preliminary records were 
written in the season 1895-96, it was found necessary in many cases to employ 
minute fractions, representing the value of a di, or seis Of 16 annas, in order 
to express the interests to be recorded ; in the area dealt with in the attestation 
season of 1896-97, still smaller fractions, representing the value of a ken, 
OY asses Of 16 annas, had to be employed ; while resort was had to even 
more minute fractions in geakag wee the interests to be recorded in a few 
villages settled in later years. These facts, and the smallness of the plots to 
be treated, made work in Saran a much more difficult and complicated task 
than in either Muzaffarpur or Champaran, 


6. The total number of holdings found inthe area dealt with was 870,579. 

es A, eM Of these, 84°57 per cent, are in the possession of 

— settled and occupancy raiyats, as against 82 per 

cent, in Muzaffarpur and 86 per cent, in Champaran; while the percentage of 

tenancies held by non-occupancy raiyats is only 1-48, as against 2 in Muzaffar- 

pur and 6 in Champaran, The cultivating classes of Saran in this way occupy 

an exceptionally strong position; and, with the aid of the record-of-rights, 
they wil heninedeth be fully able to protect their interests, 

7. The incidence of rent is high, ocenpancy raiyats paying Rs, 4-5-4 per. 
acre—a sum which represents about 14°5 per cent. 
of the gross yield. This is a higher average rate 
than that prevailing in the neighbouring districts of the United Provinces of 
Agra and Oudh, and higher than that of any other district in Bihar which 
has hitherto been surveyed. The land revenue assessment payable by the 
landlords is extremely light in comparison with the assets which they receive ; 
the incidence of revenue being annas 14-2, as against assets amounting to 
Rs. 4-2-10, per acre of the occupied area,

8. Owing to the fact that it was in possession of accurate land records, 
the Hatwa Raj was in an exceptionally advanta- 
geous position for prpving the existence of excess 
areas and for pressing for enhancements of rents. ‘ }ull advantage of this 
circumstance was taken by it; and the rent-roll of the estate was increased b 
nearly Rs. 68,000, It now appears that these enhuncements were not in all 
cases sustainable, and that some reductions have lately been made. The 
subject is now under the consideration of the Board of Revenue; and the 
matter will in due course be reported to Government for orders. But few 
applications by other landlords in the district were made for the settlement of 


fair rents; and the total increase of rent secured by such persons amounted to 
less than Rs. 6,000. 


9. In Chapter IV of Part II of the report, the Settlement Officer has 

ai at caahian’ OF thd deat itm an interesting account of the material con- 

cultural asses, dition of the ‘agricultural classes of the district. 

Eighty-four per cent. of the population, or about two 

millions of persons, depend entire M on agriculture. Of these, a quarter of a 

million are practically landless labourers; while another quarter of a million 

have holdings which are too small to support them, and sare obliged to eke 

out a Tivelihood by working for other cultivators, The present situation 
is summed up in the following remarks made by the Settlement Officer :— 


Settlement of rents, 


“ Apart from the landless labourers, whose condition must always be precarious, the 
rest of the agricultural community as a whole enjoy a moderate degree of comfort, and 
can withstand a season of soarcity without turning to Government for relief, Their 
indebtedness is relatively small, and their lands are not passing into the hands of professional 
money-lenders to any a pete extent. The census figures and the conduct of the 
. in rot and toa Mig 2 1896-97) show that they would rather emigrate than submit 
a reduction of their standard of comfort or to further subdivision of "their holdings. If 
saa continues to prevail, there should be no fear of any deterioration in the material 

ition of the Saran agricultural community.” 
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10. The net cost of the operations amounted to Rs, 11,14,491; the 
f incidence on the area in respect of which a record- 

Cost of the operations. of-rights was framed being Ks. 449-6-3 per square 
mile, or about annas 11-3 per acre. The cost of the proceedings was thus 
considerably higher than in Muzaffarpur and Champaran, where the 
rates worked out to annas 8-8 and annas 6-6, respectively, per acre. The 
main reasons for the increased expenditure will have been gathered from 
what has been said in preceding paragraphs. In almost all departments, work 
was considerably heavier. Owing to the large diara area which had to be dealt 
with, the traverse survey was more difficultand more expensive. There were 
more disputes in respect of the possession of plots of land to be decided at the 
time of record-writing and attestation, on account of the greater subdivision of 
proprietary rights. The number of objections filed after draft publication was . 
considerably can Rents had to be settled for a much greater number of 
holdings. Lastly, the area for which a record-of-rights was prepared was only 
2,480 square miles, as against 3,002 in Muzaffarpur and 3,250 in Champaran. 
The volume of work being much greater in Saran, the cost rate per square 
mile necessarily shows a considerable increase. 

11. The success achieved in the recovery work was as great as in the 

_. other districts of North Bihar previously’ dealt 
og Meorery of costs and popularity with, The raiyats flocked to the recovery camps 
in order to obtain copies of the records of their 
holdings ; and 99 per cent. of the demand realisable from them was paid by them 
voluntarily. Equally popular was the record with the land-owning classes; 
the large amount realised as copying | fees bearing eloquent testimony to the 
value which they placed upon it. This Government. has already submitted 
to the Government of India proposals regarding the maintenance of the 
records in North Bihar and it will be sufficient to notice here that, in paragraph 
650 of his report, the Settlement Officer states that popular opinion is in favour 
of periodical revision by highly-paid officers in preference to annual revision 
by a subordinate agency. 

12. In paragraph 651 of his report, the Settlement Officer has referred 
to the large increase in the number of suits for the 
recovery of arrears of rent which has occurred in 
every district in which settlement operations have been completed. In 
paragraph 17 of the Resolution of this Government reviewing the final 
settlement reports of Muzaffarpur and Champaran, it was observed, with 
reference to the statistics for the year 1901, that there were indications that 
the increase in the number of such suits in the surveyed districts had reached 
its maximum. The statistics for the year 1902 having, however, shown a 
further increase in all the North Bihar districts, special enquiries on the 
subject were made last year. It was held, however, that a sufficient time had 
not yet elapsed, since the completion of the survey and settlement proceedings, 
to allow of any definite conclusions to be drawn. The subject is one whieh 
will continue to receive the careful attention of this Government ; and it will be 
further noticed in the review of the Darbhanga report, which will shortly be 
submitted to the Government of India, 

13. In commenting upon the Muzaffarpur and Champaran reports, the 
Government of India observed that these reports 
were longer than similar reports submitted from 
other provinces. They, however, recognised the fact that they were the first 
reports upon permanently-settled districts, and that the conditions of Bengal 
were special. They added that they were aware that the opportunities for 
collecting detailed information about the people were much less common in this 
province than in provinces in which a temporary settlement and its attendant 
revenue machinery existed. As regards the Muzaffarpur report, they remarked 
that it would be of great value as a book of reference, and that there was much 
in it which was of general application, and which it would mot be necessary 
to repeat in future reports, at any rate on Bihar districts, The present report 
is much shorter than the Muzaffarpur report; but is slightly longer than the 
Champaran report, upon which it is modelled. Now that it is probable that 
there will be a large extension of survey and settlement proceedings in this

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ince, it seems desirable to consider carefully the lines on which these 
reports should be written, and whether it would be possible to abbreviate them 
without impairing their value. The subject is under'the consideration of 
the Lieutenant-Governor ; and the decision at which he arrives in regard to it 
will be communicated hereafter to the Government of India. 

14, In forwarding the Settlement Officer’s report, the Board of Revenue 
have touched es several subjects of importance suggested by the operations 


under review. None of them, however, appear to require notice in this 

Resolution, Each subject will be separately considered after reference to the 

Board; and such orders as may appear to be necessary will be passed in 

regard to them in due course, 

. 15. In concluding this notice of an excellent report, the Lieutenant- 
ar Governor desires to express his high appreciation 
Wa iang Ae of the valuable services rendered by the officers 

who brought these operations to a successful issue. During the time that these 

proceedings were in progress, the Settlement Department was under tlie direc- 
tion of Messrs. W. C. Macpherson and P. C, Lyon, and the Survey Department 
under that of Colonel Sandeman and Major Crichton. The success of the 
oma was largely due to the a. ability displayed by these officers. 

he Settlement Officers in Saran were Messrs. E. G. Colvin, P. CU. Lyon and 

J. H. Kerr. All these officers rendered admirable service; and they were ably 

assisted by Messrs. Gauntlett and Coupland as Assistant Settlement Officers in

Lotter No. 5257A., dated the 6th July 1904, from the Board of Revenue, submitting 
the report with their remarks, 
Read again— 
Resolution on the same report for the year 1902-03. 


The Department was in charge of Mr. 8S. L, Maddox throughout the year. 
Altogether 184 days were spent by him on tour in connection with settlements, 
agricultural work and sericultural operations. 

2. Scientific enguiries.—Considerable progress was made during the year 
in the enquiry into the alleged deterioration of jute ; and special investigations 
were made into the practice of fraudulently watering the fibre. The Depart- 
ment had the advantage of receiving expert advice in the course of these 
enquiries from the Inspector-General of Ppl, the Superintendent of the + 
Royal Botanic Garden, the Reporter on Economic Products, and the Agricul- 
tural Chemist; and the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank these officers for 
the valuable assistance they rendered. Experiments with jute were conducted 
at the Burdwan farm and at Faridpur and Jalpaiguri; and endeavours were 
made to demonstrate the growing of varieties under expert supervision. 
Special attention was paid during the year under review to the subject of 
cotton cultivation. Experiments were undertaken with the object of ascertain- 
ing what varieties are adaptable to local conditions and what is the best method 
of production ; seeds were widely distributed; and efforts were made to extend 
local cultivation. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets, however, to notice that 
the results obtained from the seeds distributed by the Department were on the 
whole discouraging. There is, in the opinion of the Inspector-General of 
Agriculture, great scope fer extending the cultivation of superior cotton in 
Bihan; and it is proposed to arrange for extensive experiments at Pusa in 
comparing varieties, testing methods of cultivation and improving varicties by 
selection and cross-breeding. 

3. Experimental farms and experiments in Government estates and Wards’ 
estates.—An experimental farm was started during the year at Cuttack, in 
accordance with the suggestion of the Government of India that it might be 

ossible to hasten the development of improved agricultural methods in Orissa 

y the establishment of an sciedananl’ farm which would show the cultiva- 
tors what can be done with water always at command, A scheme of experi- 
ments in irrigation which has been approved by the Lieutenant-Governor 
will now be undertaken at this farm and at the Dumraon and Burdwan 
experimental farms. The results of the experiments made at the Sibpur farm 
were of especial value as showing that certain varieties of aus paddy are 
drought-resisting and prolific: the Lieutenant-Governor will await with interest 
the results of the experiments which it is proposed to make under different 
conditions of soil and climate. 

_4. Sir Andrew Fraser is gratified to observe the growing interest in 
agricultural progress which is being displayed in various parts of the Province. 
A society has been formed in Orissa with the object of developing the resources 
of that Province by private enterprise; the District Board of Rajshahi has 
offered to give land free for a divisional farm; a gentleman of Mymensingh, 
Babu Brajendra Kishore Acharji Choudburi, has already placed a farm under 
the direction of the Department, and is bearing all the expenses of its manage- 
. ment; and, as the Director notices in paragraph 35 of his report, excellent 

work is being done by private gentlemen in advancing improved methods in 
their own districts. It is observed, however, that the experiments conducted 
through the tenants of Government and wards’ estates and other private indi- 
viduals gave, on the whole, unsatisfactory results; and that it was only where 
they were under the personal supervision of District Officers or other responsible 
persons that they proved s To remedy this state of affairs, "the 
emyloyment of four travelling overseers has been sanctioued by Government, 
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a closer supervision, of experimental work in the Province is now bei 
pa ahr The Lieutenant-Governor is firmly convinced, however, oi 
much more requires to be done, The Agricultural Department has admittedly 
failed bitherto to make known among the people tho results which have been 
attained by experiment, Accounts of the various operations undertaken are 

ublished annually, but they have not reached the cultivating classes; and even 
in the vicinity of the various agricultural farms improved methods of cultivation 
have not been adopted. There are many zamindars and merchants keenly 
interested in agriculture, but their sympathy and co-operation have not been 
enlisted. In these circumstances, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that an 
agency is wanted to disseminate agricultural knowledge, and to awaken further 
interest in, and discussion of, the agricultural development of the Province, 
Experience in the Central Provinces has shown what immense advantage has 
followed the creation of advisory Agricultural Associations ; and it appears to 
His Honour that there is a great field of work open to such Associations in 
Bengal. Sir Andrew Fraser has, therefore, decided, as a first step, to establish 
a Provincial Agricultural Association at Calcutta to co-operate with the Director 
in his work in this Province. .Its chief work will be in connection with agri- 
cultural experiments and the dissemination of the results of such exporiments; 
but it will also advise Government as regards the programme of work of the 
Agricultural Department, as well as concerning all matters affecting the 
improvement of agriculttre and the best method of reclaiming waste lands. 
Sir Andrew Fraser hopes that if such an Association proves successful, it will be 
possible to form, in the interior, Branch Associations composed of members 
keenly interested in the advancement of agriculture and ready to push im- 
proved methods and to carry out in their own villages any practical experi- 
mental work which may be entrusted to them. 

5. Sericulture—The Bengal Silk Committee continued to carry on its 
useful work in popula’ the use of healthy seed and extending mulberry 
plantations. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleasud to observe the progress made 
in extending the silk industry in Midnapore and the Tributary States of 
Orissa. In Midnapore a school has been established by local efforts with 
the object of reviving the silk industry in the district | of improving the 
agricultural condition of the people by giving instruction in agriculture and 
sericulture. In the Keonjhar State a trained sericulturist was employed to 
supervise the development of sericultural operations; and in Mourbhanj, 
mulberry plantations were established and cocoon-rearing and reeling was 
introduced. < 

6, The Sibpur Agricultural Class.—The results of the examinatiéns were 
satisfactory. The Director observes, however, that the supply of qualified scholars 
is not equal to the demand for their services, and that the scheme of divisional 
farms must necessarily proceed slowly for want of expert officers in whose char, 
they can ve placed. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the establishment of 
the Pusa Research Station and College will lead to a greater number of students 
coming forward, and looks to that college for valuable assistance in respect 
of the trained managers and fieldmen who will be available for the local farms, 
His Honour welcomes the offer of a scholarship to be held at the Pusa College, 
which has been made by the Maharani of Dumraon, and shares the hope of 
the Director that District Boards will come forward to support promising boys 
who have attended agricultura) classes in their own districts. 

7. Spread of Agricultural Education —TVhe Director of Public Instruction 
has been directed to submit a report showing what measures he would 
recommend both to develop rural primary schools in Bengal and to suppl 
courses of training specially suited for the teachers of such schools. He wilt 
now be asked, in submitting his proposals to consider the suggestions made by 
Mr. Maddox in paragraph 43 of his report. The divisional farms will afford 
-suitable centres for the purpose. 

8. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are given to Mr. S. L, Maddox 
for the ability and zeal with which he nas conducted the administration of the 
Department under his coutrél, His commendations of the Assistant Directors, 
Mr, D. N. Mukherji and Mr. N, G@, Mukherji, and of the travelling overseers 
nnder him haye been noted.

Division, submitting the Report on the Administration of the Orissa Ports for the 
year 1908-1904. 


Tae receipts during the year 1903-1904 amounted to Rs, 15,582 against 
Rs. 21,242 in 1902-1903, showing a decrease of Rs. 5,660. The decrease is 
specially marked in Balasore, and is due partly to the decline of the foreign 
export trade and partly to the fact that the sale-proceeds of Shortt’s Island 
old light, amounting to Rs. 7,679, were included in the receipts for 1902-1908. 

2. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 14,616 against Ks. 17,122 in the 
previous year, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 2,506, This decrease again is 
considerably marked in the port of Balasore, and is due to the fact that there 
was no special charge, soli as had been incurred for repairs to the Port Row 
Boat and Pilot Cutter in the preceding year. 

8. The receipts, with the opening balance of Rs. 12,121, after covering 
the expenditure, left a surplus of Rs. 13,057 and no contribution from Govern- 
ment was required, 

4.‘ The value of trade was Rs. 82,75,513 in 1908-1904, against 
Rs, 84,39,316 in the preceding year. The decrease was due to reductions in 
the free import and export trades of Balasore, and in some measure to the 
diversion of the trade to the Railway. It was partially compensated for by a 
rise in the value of the export trade, due to larger shipments of rice to foreign 
Sar from all the districts as well as to the coasting ports from Cuttack and 


5. There was a slight decrease in the number, but increase in the tonnage 
of vessels visiting the ports; 225 vessels of 156,589 tons entered during 1903- 
1904 against 237 vessels of 131,050 tons in the year before. 

6. No remarks are necessary on the passenger traffic of the Orissa ports, 
as the subject has been dealt with, in detail, in the “Annual Report on the 
woes of the Native Passenger Ships Act, X of 1887, for the year 1903- 
~ 7% The erosion of Shortt’s Islund on the seaward side continues, the 
greatest erosion being to the south-east and the least to the north-east, but as 
the erosion continues to seaward, so is the island gradually building up to the 
south-west and west. The lantern mast is now 675 feet from high water line 
on the seaward side of the island. It may be soon necessary to remove the 
mast and the lantern from it, and to have a buoy exhibiting a light at the 
entrance of the river. 

8, The state of health of the ports, on the whole, was satisfactory. 


There was no case of plague during the year at any port. Only 11 cholera 
“ome ee landed at Chandbali from the gt if oe and ’ sald from 
cutta.

Letter No. 2511A., dated the 21st March, 1904, from the Board of Revenue, Lower 
Provinces, and lettyr No. 2478,, dated the Ist February, 1904, from the 
Director of the Department of Land Records and Agriculture, submitting the 
report, 
The Report on the Survey and Settlement operations in the district of 
' Darbhanga has been submitted by Mr. J. H. Kerr, 1.c.s., who succeeded Mr, 
C, J. Stevenson-Moore, 1.¢.8, as Settlement Officer of North Bihar in July 
1899. In form, it closely follows the. report on the district of Saran, upon 
which a Resolution has recently been recorded by Government; and it is the 
last of the series of reports in which the proceedings, which were initiated in 
the year 1891 in respect of the northern districts of the Patna Division, have 
been described and discussed. 

2. Nothing could be more convineing than the present report as to 

Justification of the operations, the need that existed for the proceedings which 

. ‘have been completed in the Darbhanga district. 
Illegal enhancement of rent, oppression by the landlords and consequent 
discontent among the tenantry were found to be prevalent to a greater or less 
degree in nearly all parts of the district, In one large village, the Property 
of the Madhubani Babus, the misconduct and oppression of the landlprds’ 
agents had driven the tenants into open revolt, In the large estates of Rai 
anga Pershad Singh Bahadur, the tenants to whom no proper rent receipts 
were given were reduced to the verge of despair by confused accounts, which 
showed them as hopelessly indebted to the landlord. And in pargana Padri 
the landlord, Babu Ganeshwar Singh, had not merely enhanced rents illegally, 
but had obtained from the raiyats agreements to surrender their land at the 
end of five years, and thus rob themselves of their most cherished rights of 
occupancy, . 
Even in the estates of the Maharaja of Darbhanga, the wealthiest 
zamindar in Behar, which cover two-fifths of the district, the Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to note the facts brought to light are far from creditable 
to the management. Except in pargana Alapur in which a record-of-rights 
was made by Mr. Finucane in 1876-78, illegal enhancements have been 
numerous in all circles of the estate since 1884, when the management passed 
from the Court of Wards into the hands of the late Maharaja. The raiyats 
complained not so much that the rates arbitrarily fixed by the Raj officials 
were more than they could afford to pay, but that constant changes in the 
rent-rolls had destroyed all sense of security. The various ways in which 
enhancements were effected are described in paragraphs 197 to 202 of the 
Settlement Officer’s report. In numerous cases, the rents collected by the 
Raj were considerably less than the nominal demand, I all cases in which 
the enhancements made exceeded the limits allowed by the Tenancy Act, 
the Settlement Wepartment recorded the rents which were paid by the 
raiyats prior to the enhancements, the Raj being left to apply for the 
settlement of fair rents under section 105 of the Act, if it considered such 
a course to be advisable, Large accumulations of arrears of rent and 
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discontent among the tenantry were the inevitable result of frequent 
tamperings with the rent-rolls in some of the circles. In the Alapur pargana, 
on the other hand, where no attempt has. been made to enhance the rents, as 
fixed by Mr. Finucane, coliections have been practically made in full, and 
freedom from agrarian trouble of all kinds has prevailed. he lesson tu be 
learned from these facts is that a good landlord will prefer the collection in 
full of a moderate demand to an inflated rent-roll, heavy outstandings and a 
discontented peasantry. It is to be hoped that this lesson will not be lost 
sight of. 

3. ‘I'lte procedure followed in Darbhanga was generally the same as that 
adopted in Saran. The subject was discussed in 
paragraph 3 of the Resolution on the report 
concerning that district, and does not call for separate notice upon the present 
occasion, 

4, The area of the district is 3,348 square miles; while the population, 
according to the Census of 1901, is 2,012,611 
persons. The density of the population thus 
reaches the high figure of 870 persons to the square mile. Nearly 80 
per cent. of the total area of the district is under cultivation. Of the 
remaining 20 per cent., nearly half is not available for cultivation, being 
occupied by roads, rivers, sites of houses, tanks; ete.; while it is doubtful if 
any considerable | geese of the balance, which is at present reserved for 
mango groves and pasturage, could .be made available for cultivation, 
The district is dependent to a remarkable degree on its winter rice 
harvest, no less than 6.3 per cent. of the cultivated area being occupied by tbis 
crop. Over four-fifths of the population of the district being csc on 
agriculture, it is not surprising that, when this crop fails, the stress of famine 
is keenly felt. 

5. The record-of-rights was prepared for 3,387 villages, varying in size 
from 15 square miles to 2 acres, and with an average area of a little 
less than a square mile, Over a million separate holdings were found 
with an average area of just over 2acres; while over 54 millions 
of plots were recorded with an average area of two-fiffhs of an acre. 
The subdivision of proprietary rights was great, it having been found neces- 
sary in some cases to employ minute fractions, representing the value of a 
kanwa, OF sia Of 16 annas, in order to express the interests to be recorded. 

6. Few difficulties were met with in recording status. Ninety per cent. 
of the total number of holdings in the district 
are held by settled raiyats who have lived in their 
villages for generations, The percentage of the total occupied area in the posses- 
sion of raiyats holding at fixed rates and occupancy raiyats is 85; the district 
comparing favourably in this respect with Muzaffarpur (79) and the United 
Provinces (from 54 to 73), but being slightly behind Saran (89) und 
Chemparan (BB The low percentage of the area occupied by raiyats holding 
at fixed rates ,0°6) is accounted for by the large number of enhancements 
which were found to have taken place, and of which mention has been wade in 
paragraph 2 of this Resolution The percentage vf tenancies held by non- 
occupancy raiyats (*6) is considerably smaller than in Muzaffarpur (2), Cham- 
paran (6) and Saran (1°48). 

7. In paragraph 364 of his report, the Settlement Officer estimates the 

robable effect of the record-of-rights on the position of petty proprietors. 
The increasing subdivision of proprietary rights has made it necessary for 
them to resort more and more to direct cultivation ; and mention is made of 
certain villages in which the area in the coe of landlords has increased 
by 180 per cent. within the last sixty years. Hitherto, these men have been 
able to maintain themselves and their families by ousting raiyats from their 
lands, and by making enhancements of rents, In future, owing to the existence 
of the record-of-rights, they will be unable to resort to either of these 
expedients; and the Settlement Officer anticfpates that they will be forced to 
take to other pursuits, 

8. The average incidence of rent paid by occupancy raiyats is Rs, 3-12-6,

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The land revenue assessment payable by the landlords is annas 6-2 per acre 
as against annas 9-11 in Muzaffarpur, annas 14-2 in Saran and annas 4 in 
Champaran; while their assets av: Rs. 3-7-8, as against Rs, 3-14-8, 
Rs, 4-2-10 and Rs. 1-13-9, respectively, in those districts. The result, as 
regards the district of Darbhanga, is that the zamindars retain 88 per cent. 
of the assets, as against 10 per cent., which was the share of the gross 
roduce to which they were consideted to be entitled at the time of the 
ermanent Settlement. It is interesting to notice, in this connection, that 
the Darbhanga Raj pays Government revenue amounting to Rs. 1,05,105 in 
respect of lands situated in the Darbhanga district; while the gross rental 
derived from such lands according to the Road Cess valuation papers amounts 
to Rs. 28,99,424. 

9, Rents were settled for only a little over 5 per cent. of the raiyati 
holdings of the district, the resulting increase in 
the rental being 12 per cent, Of the amount 
decreed, 86 per cent. was due to the assessment of excess area and only 14 per 
cent, to actual enhancements of rates. _ 

10. In Chapter IV, Part I, cf the report, the Settlement Officer has

The average size of the cultivator’s holding (3°6 
gd ne well above the subsistence limit (2% acres). The conditions of 
the district are, however, special. As noticed above, it is dependent on 
a single crop; and, though, in ordinary years, it might support a slightly 
larger population than at present, a reduction in the average size of the 
holdings would probably involve disastrous results in the event of a 
general failure of the winter rice., Apart from occasional failures of this 
crop, the chief hindrance to progress and prosperity has, as indicated in 
paragraph 2 of:this Resolution, i the uncertainty that has hitherto existed 
as to the rent demand. 

11. The net cost of the operations amounted to Rs. 14,17,136; the inci- 
dence being Rs. 429 per square mile, or about 
annas 10-8 per acre. The cost of the proceedings 
was thus lower than in Saran, where the rate worked out to annas 113 per 
acre, but considerably higher than in Muzaffarpur and Champaran, where it 
amounted to annas 8-8 and annas 6-6, respectively, per acre. The heavy 
expenditure in Darbhanga is explained by the Settlement Officer in paragraphs 
148 and 271 of the report, and was mainly due to an unavoidable curtailment 
of the programme of 1899-1900. 

12. The conspicuous success which has attended recovery operations 

Re phate oe in North Bihar has been surpassed in Darbhanga, 
larity of the records’ Where the entire demand was collected, and practi- 
cally the whole of the amount due from the raiyats 
was paid by them voluntarily. In paragraph 11 of the Resolution on the 
Saran report, it was mentioned that popular opinion was in favour of periodical 
revision by highly-paid officers in preference to annual revision by asubordinate 
ageney. Paragraphs 509 and 510 of the present report show that the sawe 
views prevai! in Darbhanga. This question is, at the present time, under the 
consideration of the Government of India, and it will suffice here merely to 
draw attention to the remarks of the Settlement Officer. 

13. A noticeable result of the operations has been the increase in the

Increase in ingatioes, to 15,243 in 1902, as against an average 
of between 3,000 and 4,000 per annum prior to the year 1900. A special 
enquiry was made on the subject by the Special Judge appointed under 
the Tenancy Act; and the conclusions arrived at by him were that, although 
there had been some dissatisfaction on the part of the landlords with 
the rates of rent fixed by the Settlement Department, the increase was 
due chiefly to other facts, viz. (1) that raiyats withheld rent while the 
operations were in progress in order to ascertain what rates would be 
settled, and (2) that the landlords now have a record on which they 
ean safely rely in order to prove the relationship of landlord and tenant, 
whereas previously they were deterred from litigation by the fear that

14, Several very important questions, which have been raised in the report,

rot. The first of them relates to the attempts which - 
have been made by several landlords of the district to annul the effect of the 
record-of-rights in respect of rents payable and the status of tenants by the a 
of deeds of compromise in cases under sections 105 and 106 of the Ben 
Tenancy Act. This matter is discussed in paragraphs 261 to 2€7 of the 
Settlement Officer’s report. Hitherto, the action of the Settlement Depart- 
ment in refusing ,to recognise such deeds, where they appeared to contravene 
the spirit of the Act, has been upheld by the superior courts. The subject 
is one, however, which will require close and constant attention. Other 
and more insidious methods of evading the provisions of the Act are 
those described in paragraphs 511 and 512 of the report, viz., (1) the taking 
of agreements from the raiyats at rates in excess of those allowed by 
the law, and (2) the securing of decrees in rent suits, either ez parte 
in the absence of the raiyats concerned, or on their admission, or on 
compromise. Government has already used its influence to secure the cancel- 
lation of a large number of illegally executed agreements; but the subject is 
one which will require continued attention, The question as to what, if any, 
remedy is called for in cases of the second class is at present under the 
consideration of the Board, and will shortly be referred by them to Govern- 
ment. 

15. It remains for the Lieutenant-Governor to express his high apprecia- 
tion of the services rendered by the officers who 
brought these operations to a sudcessful conclu- 
sion. His Honour’s thanks are specially due to Messrs. Lyon and Allen, 
who were in charge of the Settlement Department, and to Major Crichton, 
who was Superintendent of Provincial Surveys, during the progress of the 
proceedings. Much assistance also was afforded by Messrs. Carlyle, Maddox 
and Wheeler, who, in their capacity of District Officer, cordially co-operated 
with the Settlement and Survey Becartusen’s The Settlement Officers were 
Messrs. Stevenson-Moore and Kerr. Both these officers worked with marked 
zeal and ability; and they were ably supported by Messrs. Hughes-Buller and 
Gourlay, Assistant Settlement Officers in charge. 

16. His Honour has noticed with pleasure the long list of Native officers 
to whom the Settlement Officer ascribes a large share of the success of the 
operations.

Letter No. 2708, dated the 13th July 1904, from the Port Officer of Caloutta, submit- 
ting the Annual Report of his Department for the year 1903-1904. 


' At the commencement of the year, the number of Pilots on the list was 49, 
and there was no change during the year, The sanctioned number of Pilots 


is 52. 


2. During the year a Committee was auger by by Government to 


consider certain questions connected with the em 





uments and discipline of the 
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Pilot service’; and one of its recommendations was that the number of Pilots 
should be increased from 52 to 58. This recommendation was accepted by 
Government; and the Secretary of State has recently sanctioned the increased 
number. 

3. The number of vessels that arrived at the port during the year was 
1,367, and of those that sailed from it 1,372; the total number of arrivals and 
departures having thus been 2,739, or 126 more than that of the previous year. 
These figures represent a gross tonnage of 4,907,016 inwards and 4,912,310 
outwards. The average tonnage of steam and sailing vessels inwards and 
outwards was 3,585, against 3,466 of the previous year. 

4. The pilotage receipts during the year amounted to Rs, 12,238,300, 
against Rs. 11,53,222 of the previous year. Of the total number of vessels 
which visited the port, only 27 were sailing vessels. 

5. Although there has been an increase in the number of steamers drawing 
over 21 feet, which were piloted inwards and outwards during the year as 
compared with that of the preceding year, only one vessel was actuall 
neaped, for want of sufficient depth of water over the bars, as against ten mf 
detentions last year. Some steamers, however, left short of cargo in order to 
avoid being neaped. This shows a satisfactory improvement in the river. 
The number of vessels detained at the Sandheads for want of Pilots was 5 as 
compared with 17 in the previous year. The shortest detention was for 10 
hours 25 minutes, the longest for 28 hours 30 minutes, the average detention 
being 21 hours and 4 minutes. : 

6. There were 7 collisions during the year and 16 groundings as against 
3 collisions and 18 groundings during the last year. In three cases of collision 
the Pilots concerned were to blame for errors of judgment; and in respect to 
the groundings, the Pilots were held to blame in five instances. 

7. Twenty-eight preliminary enquiries into shipping casualties were held 
by the Port Officer, of which one was referred to a Departmental Court of 
Enquiry and five to Special Courts of Enquiry. In eight cases the Pilots were 
held to blame, and were suitably dealt with. ‘Two other Departmental Courts 
and a Marine Court, under Act XII of 1859, were also held; the latter being 
for the trial of a Pilot for unskilfulness and negligence in grounding a vessel. 

8. Ninety-four candidates appeared at the examination for Colonial and 
Home Trade Certificates off Competency, of whom 63 passed; 291 candidates 
also appeared at the different examinations for Certificates of Competency as 
Masters, Serangs, Engineers and Engine-drivers under Act VI of 1884. Of 
these, 117 passed. 

9. Mr. G. Robertson performed the duties of First Engineer and 
Shipwright-Surveyor throughout the year, and Mr. F, Olford, R,1.4., was also 
at his post as Second Engineer and Shipwright-Surveyor the whole year. 

16. The work of the Department was efficiently conducted by 
Commander E, J. Beaumont, r.1.M.; and Lieutenant C. B. Henley, n,1.M,, 
continued as Assistant Port Officer and Deputy Shipping Master of Calcutta 
throughout the year.

Mr. R. W. Car .yze, ¢.1.£., 1.¢.8., was in charge of the office of Inspector- 
General of Police for the first eight months and for the last two months of the 
ear; in the interval Mr. R. F. Guise held charge for a few days and 
Mr. A. V. Knyvett, o.L8., officiated for three months. 


, Workine oF THE Potice. 


2. There was no change in 1903 in the sanctioned: strength of the 
superior staff of the police force. Neither the superior staff nor the subordinates 
are sufficient for the police work to be done in this Province. Some progress 
was made during the year in replacing head-constables by Sub-Inspectors. The 
recruitment of these officers continues, however, to present difficulty, so much 
so that in the Northern and Western Range the number of qualified candidates 
who appeared at the ee examination was not equal to the number of 
vacancies. About half only of the candidates recruited last year were obtained 
by competitive examination. With regard to the future recruitment both of 
the superior staff and of Sub-Inspectors, the Lieutenunt-Governor hopes to be 
able before long to announce revised rales, 

The training of probationary police officers both of the superior and 
subordinate ranks at the Bhagalpur Training School received much attention 
during the year, the course of training has been made longer, and offorts 
have been made to render it more practical. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to observe the praise bestowed by the Inspector-Gtneral on the work done by 
Mr. Swain, the Principal, and Babu Dino Bandhu Bhaumick, the Superintendent 
of the School. 

3, Judged by the return of punishments inflicted, the conduct of the 
police force in 1903 was, on the whole, satisfactory ; judicial and depart: 
mental a both show a gratifying decrease, the figures being the 
lowest of the past decade. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector- 
General that frequent light punishments tend’merely to harass without doing 
much good. Officers should punish with reluctance, but where punishment is 
necessary it should be sufficiently severe to be deterrent, Charges of torture 
against the police were 19 as against 8 of the previous year; of these, 15 were 
declared false, and in no case was a conviction obtained under a graver section 
than 323, Indian Penal Code (causing hurt), Charges of extortion decreased 
as compared with propane years; and punishment was inflicted judicially or 
departmentally only in 12 cases. Mr, Carlyle remarks with regard to the 
charges of extortion made against the police :— : 

“The number of cases proved is, I think, small, considering the number of polico in 

. Of course many cases must occur in which no complaint is made, but I think, on 


~ Bengal 
the other hand, there is no doubt that in some districts charges of extortion are deliberately 


brought falsely, as a weapon of offence ome the police. In Backergunge 15 such cases 
were brought in 1902, and in 1903, nota single caso was the offence proved, and 
though some of the cases were doubtful, the majority were false.” 


It is the clear duty of the Magistrates of Backergunge to sift such charges 


thoroughly, and, if they are found demonstrably false, to prosecute the com- 


plainants. The Magistrates and the police have alsoa right to expect the 

co-operation of all legal practitioners in spring false complaints. 

- 4, The Inspector-General reports unfavourably on the work of the town 
lice generally, and more es 'y with regard to the town chaukidars, There 

a little doubt that in towns these latter are unsuitable substitutes for constables, 
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whose work they are really doing. All the advantages of the chaukidari system 
are lost when, as in many of the Municipalities in Bengal Proper as distinguished 
from Bihar, the so-called chaukidars are foreigners and wholly without local 
knowledge; while, at the same time, they have frequently as hard work to do as 
ordinary constables, but are paid less, less efficiently trained, and less supervised. 
Where the available force for night duty is so small that the arrangement of ' 
the beats does not permit the town police officer to have at least one night in 
bed after two nights on duty, it is hopeless to expect efficient work and difficult 
to punish bad work. Kelief may sometimes be given in the rearrangement of 
the beats and by concentration of the available force on particular points. 
His Honour uccepts in the main the conclusion of the Inspector-General that 
the employment of town chaukidars should be discontinued, and regards the 
replacement (more or less gradually) of this class of men by constables 
throughout the Province, savein those so-called towns which are really villages, 
asa necessary reform. 2 an 

5. The importance of continuous attention to the administration of the 
village watch cannot be exaggerated; and the Lieutenant-Governor welcomes 
Mr, Carlyle’s assurance that the village police are steadily improving. His 
Honour agrees as to the importance of proper control of the village police 
and of their proper recruitment, The careful selection of the village panchayets 
and treatment of them with tact and consideration are as essential. Sir 
Andrew Fraser regards the development of village government as probably 
the most important reform that lies before Government in this Province, 
and he has determined to place an experienced officer on special duty during 
next cold-weather to examine the subject in all its bearings. 

6. One of the observations with regard to chaukidari administration 
made in last year’s Resolution was that it is the duty of Magistrates to limit 
the number of chaukidars to strict requirements, and to take opportunities, such 
as those afforded by vacancies, for reducing and amalgamating charges. It is 
doubtful whether this remark has generally attracted the attention of Magis- 
trates and District Superintendents. It is not noticed by the Inspector- 
General that the total number of village chaukidars was increased during the year 
4 1,440 men. The total annual emoluments of the whole force of 153,188 
chaukidars are shown to amount to nearly 794lakhs; that is a chaukidar on 
an average receives Rs, 484 a month. Only 5,348 of the chaukidars are 
remunerated by chakran lands. The sum of the taxation is considerable 
though it, does not represent as much as two annas a head for the rural 
: Pop ation; and it is imperative that the number of chaukidars should not be 

unduly increased. It is even more necessary that the tax should be fairly 
assessed, so that it may not be burdensome on the poor. Ir is unnecessary, 
however, to discuss these matters further. They will be fully considered in 
the course of the examination of the subject in the cold weather. 

7. The total amount paid in rewards to chaukidars has fallen from 
Rs. 62,813 to Rs. 60,072; but this decrease is due to the fact that rewards for 
regular attendance at the thanas have been largely discontinued. The fact 
that the average reward for the whole Province was only about Rs, 3-8 
indicates that there is still a tendency to fritter away the resources of the 
Reward Funds in petty rewards rather than to concentrate them on substantial 
rewards for really good work. ‘here are still some districts where the total 
amount paid in rewards was very small. In Jessore with 4,084 chaukidars 
only Rs, 624 was distributed in rewards, while in Chittagong, where there are 
2,446 chaukidars, only Rs. 109 was distributed. In Pabna, on the other hand, 
with 2,332 chaukidars, and with a large balance at the credit of the Reward 
Fund, Rs. 6,348 were distributed. An examination of the statement of the 
receipts and disbursements of the District Chaukidari Reward Fund discloses 
anomalies which seem to show that in certain districts the Ohaukidari Act 
is not enforced as it should be. Thus the credits to the Reward Fund under 
sections other than section 38 of the Act were in Murshidabad only Rs. 12-2-8, 
in Jessore only Rs. 14-11-6, and in Bhagalpur nothing at all. “The receipts 
under this head in Muzaffarpur amounted to Rs. 1,946, Primi facie it would 
appear that in the three districts first mentioned care is not taken to see that — 
the Chaukidari Reward Fund is credited with the fines realized from defaulters 
under section 27 of the Act. The attention of Magistrates is called to this 
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matter, which is of the more im] ce in Murshidabad, because at the close 
of 1903 there was no balance to the credit of the Reward’ Fund. 

8, The remarks of the Inspector-General on the subject of River Police 
disclose that, as ‘at present constituted, this body is insufficient to cope with the 
crime committed on the rivers; andthe promised scheme for the reorganization 
of this body is:awaited by the Lieutenant-Governor. 


Crime. 


9. The'total number of cognizable offences reported has been practically - 

stationary for the last three years; an increase last year under the heads of 
. offences against property and against the person is nearly balanced by a decrease 

under the head of offences against the public tranquillity and in the number of 

offences against special laws. 

Out of 178,436 cognizable offences reported, 4,915 were declared by 
Magistrates to be maliciously false’; but in air 11°5 per cent. of the false cases 
was prosecution of the complainant ordered. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
aware how difficult it is'to obtain a conviction for bringing a false charge and 
with what caution the Courts must judge the evidence in such prosecutions. 
Excessive caution, however, should not operate unduly to restrict the prosecu- 
tion of persons when ther¢ is good ground for believing that this grave offence 
has been committed. His Sonate observes that in the district of Monghyr, 
in ‘which the largest number of cases declared false was reported, viz., 262) 
only 13 prosecutions of complainants “were instituted, aud in Gaya only 17_ 
prosecutions in’ 258 false cases. From these figures it would sppess either that 
the police were far too ready to return cases as false or that the district 
authorities showed over-caution in directing prosecutions. The gravity of the 
offence is not always rightly apprehended, as in one case a Magistrate consi- 
dered it sufficient to sentence an offender who had brought a false charge of | 
dacoity to two weeks’ rigorous imprisonment. ‘The gross inadequacy of the , 
sentence was corrected on a retrial before the Sessions Judge, who sentenced 
the offender to three years’ rigorous imprisonment, 

10. The percentage of casesin which the police availed themselves of 
the provisions of section 157, Criminul Procedure Code, to abstain from enquiry 
is nearly the same as in 1902, being 35 in the case of burglaries and 21:2 in the 
case'of thefts. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Inspector-General as — 
to the advantage of discreet abstention from enquiry by the police in unimpor- _ 
tant casos in which the person injured does not desire that there should be 
enquiry, Because, however, an offence is not enquired into it does not, 
therefore, cease! to be of interest from the police point of view; and an offence 
which is not investigated must'not be treated as a routine entry. The judicious 
examination and collation of the reported ‘offences, whether investigated or not, _ 
calls for'a police officer’s best intelligence, A succession of reported offences 
against property from the same neighbourhood should at once attract the atten- 
tion:of the police and of the Magistrate. os 

11, The report ¢ontains'an ‘interesting account of the operations of the 
newly-develo Criminal ‘Investigation Department, which worked most — 
successfully during the year in’ bringing to justice large gangs of dacoits in — 
Purnea ‘and Bankura ‘and directed numerous arrests in other districts, including 
arrests of gangs of criminals from the Upper Provinces who have long made. 
plundering raids in Bengal. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due 
to Mr. A. V. Knyvett,"c.1.e., for ‘his exertions in this special Department, 
His Honour hopes to see this Department much strengthened in the near 
future, : 

12. In examining the detailed figures for the serious crimes of the Pro- 
vince, two general eeotbonien can be detected. The first of these isthe gratifying — 
decrease in the number of riots, which is the least on record since 1881. 
decrease may reasonably be attributed to proper use of the ag Myo sections 
of the Criminal Procedure Code. The other tendency, which is beptog ae 


very unsatisfactory, is the steady rise in the true cases returned under the heads 
Daooity, Robbery and Cattle theft, The figures under the last two classes of 
crimes show an increase not only over/the figures for last year, but also when 
compared with the av for three pgriods of five years from 1887 onwards. 
Dacoities have increased from 346 last year to 361; and though this is below the 

~ sd . 5 
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average (375) for the five years, 1897—1901, it compares ord with | 
the average for the five years, 1887—1891 and 1892—1896, when the res 
were 158 and 279 respectively. A portion of this increase may no doubt be 
attributed to better reporting. This, however, does not appear to be a complete: 
or entirely satisfactory explanation. The crimes are not of a class in which 
suppression is easy save with the connivance of the police, and the increase is too 
decided in its tendency and spread over too long a period to be treated as due 
to merely temporary causes, With regard to cattle theft, which is very serious 
in its results to an agricultural community, Sir Andrew Fraser would be glad if 

' the Inspector-General would examine the local incidence of the crime and the 
results of the attempts to deal with it. It is observed that the increase in 
serious crimes against property bas not been followed by an increase in the use 
of section 110 of the Uriminal Procedure Code. On the contrary, cases under 
this section have steadily diminished during the last seven years, the actual 
fall being from 4,854 cases in 1897 to 3,311 1m 1903. The Inspector-General 
directly attributes the increase in the dacoities in Birbhum district to neglect 
of the bad livelihood section. The number of bad livelihood cases instituted 
in this district, though greater than that of the preceding year, was far below 
that of districts where crime is less rife. The crimes of dacoity, robbery 
and cattle theft are often difficult to detect and more difficult to bring home 
in the Law Courts. Their frequent occurrence in any locality, however, rarely 
fails to afford, on careful investigation, evidence of general repute of a nature 
which a police officer of experience would not fail to use, It isto the discreet 
use of section 110, with careful supervision so as to prevent oppression, to 
increased vigilance in the supervision of bad characters, and to the efforts 
of the new Criminal Investigation Department that the Lieutenant-Governor 
confidently looks to produce a diminution of the serious crimes against property 
which are discreditable to the police administration of Bengal, The increase 
in the provincial percentage of cases of bad livelihood tried locally is satis- 
factory, but there is room for further improvement in thisdirection, as without 
local investigation the provisions of the section are liable to be abused and its 
object to be defeated. 

13. Murders show aslight decrease, there being 387 asagainst 398 in 1902, 
Forty-six persons were sent up for trial on charges of murder by poison, and no 
fewer than 39 were acquitted. Amongst ‘“ other murders” the Inspector-General 
mentions a case of human sacriice which occurred inthe district of Puri. There 
were 131 cases relating to coins. The cases mentioned in the report show 
that the police were fairly successful in dealing with the actual comers who 
are the persons to be aimed at, and that the Courts as a rule awarded 
exemplary punishment in cases where the crime was established. 

‘ 14. The number of cognizable cases found to be true by the Railway 
Police was 4,833, against 3,918 of the previous year. The increaso is attributed 
to the fact that suspicious cases of missing goods are now treated as cases of 
theft. Notwithstanding the increase in the number of true cases, however, 
convictions have fallen, This would seem to show that the investigations in 
cases of missing goods have not been very successful. The successful result 
of*the Jhanjha gang case, which was commenced in 1902 and ended in 
thé conviction of 14 of the accused, who were members of a gang who . 
committed thefts from running trains, will, it is hoped, check such crime on 
the East Indian Railway. Thefts of railway materials, a particularly dangerous 
and troublesome form of crime, show a considerable increase. 

15, Some improvement in the number of remands granted by the Courts © 
in the disposal of police cases is noticeable. The percentage of cases dis 
of at the first two hearings improved from 48°6 in 1902 to 51:2 in 1903. It is 
satisfactory t.» semark that in the district of Monghyr, in which delays were 
perenlariy noticeable last year, the percentage of disposals at the first two 

hearings has risen from 25°4 to 40-2. The district of Noakhali, which is one » 

of the lightest criminal districts in Bengal, shows particularly poor results, 

ered 289 per cent. of the cases were disposed of ot the first two hearings, ~ 
while no fewer than 57 out of 880 A forms were remanded more than. 
six times. In the case of this smail district the excuse of heavy work, which 
would be valid in some of the other Eastern Bengal districts, cannot. be 
accepted, and the figures call for explanation as indicating lack of supervision 
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of the magisterial work by the District Officer. Sir Andrew Fraser must again 
insist on the importance of the punctual and expeditious disposal of police 
cases, on which much stress was laid last year, as there is reason for believing 
nish the|provisions of section 344, Criminal Procedure Code, are still frequently 
a 


-16. The number of absconders on the Police Registers at the close of the 
year has decreased from 3,184 in 1902 to 2,818, he district of Dacca is still 
the worst in the Province in this respect, and the district of Noakhali again 
figures badly, returning no fewer than 100 absconders. 

17. The Lieutenant-Governor has pleasure in acknowledging Mr. Carlyle’s 
efficient administration of the Department, and thanks him for an interesting 
report, His Honour also notices with pleasure the remarks of the Inspector- 
General on the good work of the officers whose names are mentioned in 
paragraph 35 of the report, and desires especially to acknowledge Mr. Knyvett’s 
services, and to congratulate him on the honour conferred on him by His 
Majesty in recognition of these services.

The Lieutenant-Governor has observed with satisfaction the continued 
improvement in the working of the treasuries in Bengal and the great decline 
in the number of mistakes committed as cowpared with the previous year. 
The actual number was 2,321 against 3,660 in 1902-1903. 

. The improvement has, been most marked in the treasuries at 
Darjeeling, Bogra, Midnapore, Shahabad, Tippera, Darbhanga, Saran, Malda, 
Hazaribagh, and Dacca, but there were several grave errors in the last- 
named treasury. 

3. The ‘Tdlowing treasuries are reported to have done particularly well:— 
Bogra, Tippera, Shahabad, Darbhanga, Saran, Malda, and Hazaribagh. The 
number of faults was also low in Manbhum (5), Khulna (15), Puri (17), and 
Mongyhr (19), but they were not entirely free from serious irregularities. 

4. The attention of Government has been drawn by the Accountant-

Forty-second Annual Report of the Government Cinchona Plantation in Sikkim 
being that for the financial year 1903-04 and also the Report of the 
Factory for the same year, by Mason D. Pratn, 1.M.8., Superintendent 
of Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal, and Government Quinologist. 


11, Weather and general,—The weather during the year was normal. The 
rainfall amounted to 120°07 inches; the average annual rainfall for the 
preceding 29 years has been 12253 inches, At Munsong, the outlying division 
in the Dumsong forest, the rainfall amounted to 74:49 inches; the average for 
the past three years has been 89°81 inches. 

2. Plantation and Crop.—The number of plants put out during the year 
was 495,468, These included 409,143 Ledgeriana, 7,754 Suecirubra, 68,872 
Bybrid No. I, and 9,699 Hybrid No, Li. 

The area planted at the head-quarters plantation (Mungpoo and Sittong) 
was 113°58 acres; here 256,143 Ledgertana plants, aJl the Suecirubra, and all the 
Hybrid No. I and Hybrid No. 1I plants were put out, At Munsong, 56°20 
acres were planted with 153,000 Ledgeriuna plants. id 

The nursery stock of seedlings, on 31st March 1904, was 47,152, includ- 
ing 1,210 more plants of Hybrid No. IT but 2,000 fewer Succirubra and 107,386 
fewer Ledgeriana plants than at the corresponding date in 1903. The difference 
was due to a more advanced planting season than in the preceding year. 

The total number of living trees of all kinds in the permanent plantations 
on 31st March 1904 was 3,306,763. Of these, 2,100,307 were at Mungpoo (in- 
cluding Rungbee and Labdah) and 229,940 were at Sittong. At Munsong, 
the outlying plantation, there were 976,516. The trees included 2,566,057 
Ledgeriana, 257,602 Succirubra, 2,130 Oficinalis, 463,075 Hybrid No. J, and 
17,899 Hybrid No. II, The increase, as compared with March 31st, 1903, was 
291,163. 

The filling up of vacancies recorded in the report for last year as necessary 
at Munsong has been successfully accomplished. To ensure the satisfactory 

‘cormance of the work, the first Assistant at head-quarters was deputed to 

elp the Munsong Assistant; in all 208,715 vacancies were filled, and very few 
of the plants put out have failed. Cultivation has been maintained throughout 
the plantation on the lines of recent years. ‘ 

The crop taken from the plantation during the year has been $16,757 Ibs, 
of dry bark. From arunepee the quantity taken was 286,508 Ibs.; from 
Sittong, 20,591 lbs.; from Munsong, 9,658 | I'he crop has been composed 
of 227,615 Ibs. Ledgeriana, 205591 lbs. Suceirubra, and 68,551 Ibs. Hybrid No. 1. 
The whole of the bark thus harvested has been made over to the Quinologist. 

3. Factory and Outiurn.—In addition to the usual working of the factory 
in connection with the separation of quinine, the separation of cinchonidine 
was taken in hand ; the perfecting of the process by which the latter substance 
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is obtained is due to Mr. R. Pantling, the Deputy Superintendent of the 
Plantation. The method of preparing cinchona febrifuge has also been 
recast. * 

The raw material worked up during the year included 421,467 lbs. of 
mixed Ledgeriana, Hybrid No. I, and Oficinalis bark from which 12,314 Ibs. 
8 oz. of sulphate of quinine and 290 Ibs of sulphate of cinchonidine were 
obtained. The average yield of sulphate of quinine for the year was 2°92 per 
cent.; the residual alkaloids left over in the process accounted for during the year 
amounted to 2,025 lbs. In addition to the foregoing quantity of bark 52,400 
Ibs. of mixed Succirubra and Hybrid No. J bark, to which 1,800 lbs. of residual 
alkaloids were added, yielded 3,070 lbs. of cinchona febrifuge by the old or 
direct process. ‘sy the improved process, which came into working order 
towards the close of the year, 730 lbs, of cinchona febrifuge were pose 
The total outturn of manufactured products for the year has thus been 
16,404 Ibs. 8 oz. as compared with 16,275 Ibs. 4 oz. for 1902-03. There has been 
an increased outturn as compared with the preceding year of 387 lbs. 4 oz. 
quinine and of 290 Ibs cinchonidine. Less cinchona febrifuge has been 
made, the decrease being 548 lbs. ; a smaller outturn of this article was necessary 
owing to the stock being ample. ; 

4. General Charges—The charges debitable against the department as a 
whole have amounted to Rs. 22,629-1-6 as against Rs, 21,604-6-9. These 
charges include pay of clerical and menial establishment Rs, 3,323-12; postal 
and telegraph charges Rs. 652-18; advertising manufactured articles Rs. 872; 
and taxes (road and public works cesses) Rs, 1,475. They include, besides, the 
expenditure incurred in adding to factory plant and appliances, the charges 
under this head amounting to Rs. 8,506-4-6 ; finally, they include the expendi- 
ture incurred in opening up new extensions as opposed to that incurred in 
maintaining already existing plantations, the charges under this head amount- 
ing to Rs, 7,799-4, 

5. Plantation Charges.—The charges debitable against the plantation have 
been Rs. 81,612-15-6 as against Re. 67,431-11-4 for 1902-03. Against this 
outlay has to be placed the harvest, 316,757 Ibs of dry bark, obtained during 
the year. 

%. Factory Charges—The expenditure incurred in connection with the 
factory was Rs. 1,09,215-2.. Of this sum, Rs. 50,000 represents the purchase- 
money and Rs. 2,002-7-9 the cost of carriage to the factory of 119,561 lbs, of 
cinchona bark acquired from private growers; the actual working expenses 
of the factory for the year were therefore Rs. 57,212-10-3, being 
Rs, 50,016-13-6 incurred in the manufacture of sulphate of quinine, Rs. 1,136 
in the manufacture of sulpbate of cinchonidine and Rs. 6,059-12-9 in the 
manufacture of cinchona febrifuge. 

In order to produce 12,314 lbs. 8 oz. of sulphate of quinine, 290 lbs. of 
cinchonidine, and 730 Ibs. of febrifuge, 262,193 lbs. of Ledgeriana bark, 
79,378 lbs. of Hybrid No. J bark and 13,053 lbs, 4 0z. of Oficinalis bark from 
the stock held on April Ist, 1903, were used ; the value of this bark was 
Rs. 74,450-1, In addition 66,842 lbs. of Oficinalis bark purchased duri 
the year for Rs, 27,953.6-6 were employed. The total value of the tan 
used was thus Rs. 1,02,403-7-6. The bark used in the manufacture of 3,070 Ibs 
of cinchona febrifuge included 39,800 Ibs of Succirubra and 13,100 lbs. of Hybrid 
oh Z meet at Rs, 4,298-7, together with 1800 lbs. of residual alkaloids worth 

s. 1,706-4, 

7. Issues of manufactured articles.—The issues of sulphate of quinine 
for the year amounted to 12,021 Ibs. 7-5 oz., an increase of 1,071 Ibs, 2°5 oz. as 
compared with 1902-03, There was some increase (296 Ibs, 15 oz.) in the 
quantity taken by Government Dispensaries, and (44 Ibs.) in the quantity 
taken by the Inspector-General of Jails, Bengal, but a decrease of 667 lbs. in 
the quantity required for Medical Depots, There, was however an increase of 
1,500 Ibs. in the quantity required in connection ‘with sale by the pice-packet 
system in Bengal. — ; 

_ The issues of cinchona febrifuge for the year showed a decrease of 976 Ibs., 
nearly 500 Ibs. less being taken by the general public than in the precedi 
year; over 100 Ibs, less being ‘kid 
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demands of recent years from South Africa having ceased accounts for 500 Ibs., 
of the decrease. the other hand, there was an increase in the demand on 
the part of the Medical Depots. 

8, Receipts—The receipts for the year have amounted to Rs. 2,15,994-15-3 
as compared with Rs. 2,11,784-8-4 for 1902-1903. Cash receipts have 
amounted to Rs. 82,293-11-8, and include, besides the receipts for manufactured 
articles (quinine Rs. 52,917-12 and cinchona febrifuge Rs. 27,374-8), the sum 
of Rs. 1,643-6 as receipts for crude products (bark Rs. 163-6, seed Ra, 180, 
and residual alkaloids Rs, 1,300), ref the sum of Rs, 358-1-3 as receipts for 
miscellaneous articles (empty s, old gunny bags, ipecacuanha cuttings, 
etc.). The book-credits for the year amounted to Rs. 1,33,701-4, and have 
included Rs. 56,753 for issues in connection with the pice-packet system ; 
Rs. 74,693-4 for issues to medical depdts; Rs. 205 for issues to the Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals, Bengal; Rs. 2,050 for issues to the Inspector- 
General of Jails, Bengal. The outstandings, representiug cash transactions 
uncompleted on 31st March 1904, amounted to Rs, 3,187. The whole of the 
outstandings on 31st March 1903 were recovered in due course. 

9. Stock-account—The manufactured articles in stock on 31st March 1904 
consisted of 4,227 lbs. 14;50z. of sulphate of quinine, 290 lbs. of sulphate 
of cinchonidine, 2,647 lbs. 4 oz. of cinchona febrifuge ; their respective 
values were, quinine Rs. 63,418-9-6, cinchonidine Rs. 3,262-8, cinchona 
febrifuge Rs. 26,472-8. These sums represent, in the casses of quinine 
and febrifuge, the average price at which stock of similar quality was sold 
during the year ; in the case of cinchonidine the value is taken, in consonance 
with the order regulating the price of the article, at 75 per cent. of the value 
of quinine. Raw material and unmanufatured products included 150 lbs. 
of residual (amorphous) alkaloids in stock at Calcutta, valued at Rs. 142-3 
and 1,328,525 lbs, 13 oz. of dry cinchona bark, valued at Rs. 2,64,249-8-10°d. 
The value of stores in stock was Rs. 12,072-3-6, consisting of oils 
Rs. 4,162-15-9, chemicals Rs. 7,398-11-9, sundries (charcoal, etc.) Rs. 510-8. 

The Deputy Superintendent reports that the re-estimation of the bark 
stock in store, recorded in the annual report for 1901-02, page 4, proves on actual 
weighment of the stock not to have been accurate. Careful weighment mude 
during the process of shifting the bark is found by the Deputy Superintendent 
to show that there is a deficiency of 17,393 lbs. in the quantity of Succirubra 
bark previously reported by him as present. On the other hand, he reposts an 
excess in the stock of Ledgeriana bark of 107,730 Ibs. and an excess in the stock 
of Hybrid No. I bark of 37,597 lbs, The necessary additions and deductions 
have accordingly been made in the stock-account. 

10. Balance Sheet.—The stocks of bark, quinine and febrifuge are valued, 
as directed, at the average price at which stock of similar quality was sold 
during the year. Non-recurrent general charges in connection with the 
factory, being the cost of additions to machinery and plant, which amounted for 
the year to es. 8,506-4-6, are also, as directed by the Government of India, 
excluded from the debit side of this account. he balance on the account 
is thus Ks. 66,320-9-1°5, and even if the sum spent on non-recurring charges 
be deducted, the surplus on the year’s working of the department amounts to 
Rs. 57,814-4-7°5, 

11. Sale of Quinine at Post Ofices.—The quantity of quinine issued to 
the Jail Department during 1903-04 was 3,914 Ibs., being 1,385 lbs. in excess 
of the ile during 1902-03. 

12. pFiocctlenasas (a) Fuel Plantation —Kighteen and-a-half acres of the 
fuel plantation were coppiced aoring the year. The yield was 22,700 maunds 
of firewood for factory use, one-half being of Khasia oak, the other moiety of 
Betula, Pinus and Schima, 

(b) Land Rent.—The revenue collected from settlers within the cinchona 
reserves for grazing and land rent amounted to Rs, 3,422-12, being practically 
identical with the revenue of the previous year. This sum was, according 
to custom, paid into the treasury at Darjeeling, no credit being taken for 
it in the acounts of the Cinchona Department.
